Clidm 1 (original). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watercraft having an inner 
lid removably attachable in covering relation to an opening provided in a deck of the personal 
watercraft and a covet removably attachable in covering relation to the inner lid, the attaching 
structure comprising: 

a locking member which presses an edge of said inner lid placed on an edge of said 
opening against the edge of the opening when the locking member is in a locked position to 
assure air-tightness between said inner lid and the edge of the opening; 

a projection provided integrally with said locking mraiber which allows attachment of 
said cover when the locking member is at the locked position, but blocks attachment of said 
cover by being sandwiched between the deck and the cover when the locking member is at an 
unlocked position; and 

a biasing member which biases said locking member toward the unlocked position, and is 
provided between said locking member and the deck. 

Claim 2 (original). An inner lid attaching structure according to claim 1, wherein said 
attaching structure is fixed to the deck of the personal water craft. 
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Claim 3 (original). An inner lid attaching stnicture according to claim t, wherein said locking 
member is pivotally fixed to the deck of the personal water craft, and is rotatable between said 
locked and unlocked positions. 

Claim 4 (original). An inner lid attaching structure according to claim 3, wherein said 
projection is provided at portion oFsaid locking m^ber furthest fiom a pivot axis of ibc locking 
I lie J liber. 

Claim S (original). An inner lid attaching structure according to claim 1, further including a 
mechanism which normally maintains said locking member in the locked position when said 
inner lid is pressed by said locking member. 

Claim 6 (original). An inner lid attaching structure according to claim S, wherein said 
mechanism includes a recess formed on one of said locking member and said inner lid, and a 
projection formed on the other of said locking member and said inner lid which matingly engages 
said recess. 

Claim 7 (currently amended). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watercrafl having an 
inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercraft in covering relation to an opening 
provided in the deck and a cover removably attachable to the deck in covering relation to the 
inner lid, the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking member which is oivotallv secured to the deck and which secures said inner lid 
in an air-tight manner over said opening and 
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a projection provided integrally with said locking member which prevents attacbment of 
said cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening.

Claim 9 (currently amended). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watCTcraft having an 
inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercraft in covering relation to an opCTii^ 
provided in the deck and a cover removably attochablc_to_the deck in covering relation to the 
inner lid, the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking member which secures said mner lid in an air-tight manner over said opening: 

and 

a projection provided integrally with said Ift elrinp; tng mber which prevents attachment of 
said cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening: 

aooordiag to claim 7 y wherein said projection prevents attachment of said cover by being 
sandwiched between the deck and the cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening. 

Claim 1 0 (original). An iimer lid attaching structure according to claim 7, wherein said 
attaching structure is fixed to the deck of the personal water craft.

Claim 13 (original). An inner lid attaching structure according to claim 7, further including a 
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mechanism which normally maintains said locking member in a locked position thereof when 
said inner lid is secured over said opening by said locking member

Claim IS (previously presented). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watercraft 
having an inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercraft in covering relation to an 
opening provided in the deck and a cover removably attachable to the deck in covering relation to 
the inner lid, the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking member which secures said inner lid in an air-tight manner over said opening; 

and 

a projection provided integrally with said locking member which prevents attachment of 
said cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening, and 

wherein said locking member is selectively movable between locked and unlocked 
positions; 

said attaching structure includes a biasing member which biases said locking member 
toward the un locked position; and 

said projection blocks attachment of said cover when said locking member is in said 
milocked position. 

Claim 16 (previously presented). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watercraft 
having an inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercraft in covering relation to an 
opening provided in the deck and a cover removably attachable to the deck in covering relation to 
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the inner lid, the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking mcmbcxr which secures said inner lid in an air-tight manner over said opening; 

and 

a projection provided integrally with said locking member which prevents attachment of said 
cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening, 

wherein said locking member is selectively movable between locked and unlocked 
positions; 

said attaching structure includes a biasing member which biases said locking member 
toward the unlocked position; 

said proj cction blocks attachment of said cover when said locking member is in said 
unlocked position; and 

wherein said locking member is pivotally fixed to the deck of the personal water craft, 
and is rotatable between said locked and unlocked positions.

Claim 17 (previoiisly presented). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watcrcraft 
having an inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercraft in covering relation to an 
opening provided in the deck and a cover removably attachable to the deck in covering relation to 
the inner Ud, the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking member which secures said inner lid in an air-tight manner over said opening; 

and 

a projection provided integrally with said locking member which prevents attachment of said 
cover when said inner Ud is not secured over said opening, 

wherein said locking member is selectively movable between locked and unlocked 
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positions; 

said attaching structure includes a biasing member which biases said locking member 
toward the unlocked position; 

said projection blocks attachment of said cover when said locking member is in said . 
unlocked position; and 

wherein said locking member is pivotally fixed to the deck of the personal water crafi, 
and is rotatable between said locked and unlocked positions, and wherein said projection is 
provided at portion of said locking member furthest from a pivot axis of the locking member. 

Claim 1 8 (previously presented). An inner lid attaching structure for a personal watercraft 
having an inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercraft in covering relation to an 
opening provided in the deck and a cover removably attachable to the deck in covering relation to 
die inner lid, the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking member which secures said imier lid in an air-tight manner over said opening; 

a projection provided integrally with said locking member which prevents attachment of 
said cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening, and 

a mechanism which normally maintains said locking member in a locked position thereof 
when said inner lid is secured over said opening by said locking member, wherein said 
mechanism includes a recess formed on one of said locking member and said inner lid, and a 
projection formed on the other of said locking member and said inner lid which matingly engages 
said recess. 

Claim 19 (cinxently amended). An inner lid attaching stracture for a personal watercraft 
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comprising an inner lid removably attachable to a deck of the watercrafl in covering relation to 
an opening provided in the deck, and a cover removably attachable to tibie deck in covering 
relation to the inner ltd such that it is separable from both the deck and the inner lid^ 
the attaching structure comprising: 

a locking member which is pivotallv secured to the deck and which secures said inner lid 
in an air-tight manner over said opening; and 

a projection provided integrally with said locking member which prevents attachment of 
said cover when said inner lid is not secured over said opening. 
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
